JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

13. ! This action arises under die laws of the United States, more specifically 
under 35 U.S.fc. § 100, et seq.

14. Upon infonnation and belief, each of the Defendants transacts business in 
this judicial district and Defendants have sufficient contacts with this judicial district to 
subject themselves to the jurisdiction of this Court. P^^sonal jurisdiction and venue is 
proper in this Court pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §§ 1391 and 1400. 
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COUNT i! INFRINGEMENT OF U.S. PATENT NO. 6.425.035 

1 5. Crossroads incorporates by reference the allegations set forth in the 
preceding paragraphs. 

16. On July 23, 2002, United States Patent No. 6,425,035 (the '"035 Patent") 
was duly and legally issued. A true and correct copy of the '035 Patent is attached hereto 
as Exhibit A. Crossroads is the assignee and the owner of all right, title, and interest in 
and to the *035 Patent. The '035 Patent is entitled to a presumption of validify. 

17. Eadi of the Defendants has duectly infringed, actively induced 
infringement and contributed to the infringement of the *035 Patent. On information and 
belief, the Defendants continue to directly infrmge, actively induce infringement and 
contribute to the infringement of the *035 Patent. 

1 8. Specifically, each of the Defendants has directly infringed the *035 Patent 
by making, using, offering for sale, selling and/or importing into the United States certain 
of their storage products. By engaging in certain acts such as making, using, offering for 
sale, selling, inqrarting, marketing, siqyporting and advising of certain of their storage 
products, eadi of the Defendants has actively induced and contributed to ±e infringement 
ofthe '035 Patent. 

1 9. Defendants Accusys, Digi-Data, RAVE, Ci Design, Arena-Maxtronic, 
Storage Enginje, Compellent and Inline have been on notice of the '035 Patent and have 
not ceased their infringing activities. The infringement of the '035 Patent by Defendants 
Accusys, DigirData, RAVE, Ci Design, Arena-Maxtronic, Storage Engine, Compellent 
and Inline has ibeen and continues to be willful and deliberate.

24. Defendants Auragen, Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage Engine and 
Inline have directly infringed, actively induced infringemoit and contributed to the 
infringement of the '147 Patent. Defendants Auragen, Digi-Data, RAVE, Con^llent, 
Storage Engine and Inline continue to directly infringe, actively induce infringement and 
contribute to the infring^^ of, the ' 147 Patoit. 

25. Specifically, Defendants Auragen, Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage 
Engine and Inline have directly infringed the ' 147 Patent by making, using, offering for 
sale, selling and/or importing into the United States certain of their storage products. By 
engaging in certain acts, such as making, using, offering for sale, selling, importing, 
marketing, supporting and advertising certain of their storage products, Defendants 
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Auiagen, Digi-Data, RAVE, CompeUoit, Storage Engine and Inline aie actively inducing 
and contributing to the infringement of the * 147 Patent. 

26. Defendants Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage Engine and Inline 
have been on notice of the * 1 47 Patent and have not ceased their infringing activities. 
The infringement of the *147 Patent by Defendants Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, 
Storage Engine and Inline has heea and continues to be willful and deliberate. 

27. Crossroads has been inepaiably harmed by Defendants Auragen, Digi- 
Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage Engine and Mine's acts of infringement of the '147 
Patent, and will continue to be harmed unless and until Def^dants' acts of infringement 
are enjoined and restrained by order of this Court. 

28. As a result of the acts of infringement of the '147 Patent by Defendants 
Auragen, Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage Engine and Inline, Crossroads has 
suffered and will continue to suffer damages in an amount to be proven at trial.

C. That Defendants account for and pay to Crossroads all damages 
caused by the infringement of the '035 Patent;

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Ei^e, Compellent and Inline in fhe form of treble damages, 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 284 based on tiiese Defendants' mWM 
infringement of the '035 Patent; 

E. That Defendants AiJiagen, Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage 
Engine and Inline have infringed the '147 Patent; 

F. That such infringement of &e ' 147 Patent by Defendants Digi- 
Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage Engine and Inline has been 
willful; 

G. That Defendants Auragen, Digi-Data, RAVE, Compellent, Storage 
Engine and hiline account for and pay to Crossroads all damages 
caused by the infringement of the ' 1 47 Patent; 

H. That Crossroads receive enhanced damages from Defendants Digi-
